The War Papers.— Deputation to Mr. Gladstone. — On 
Tuesday afternoon, Nov. 28, a deputation waited on the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, to complain of the conduct of the Board of Inland 
Revenue in issuing notices to the trade, threatening them with 
summary proceedings for publishing, printing, or vending unstamped 
papers containing news of the war. The deputation was introduced 
by Mr. Miluer Gibson, and included representatives of Hnlt's Army 
and Navy Despatch, War Chronicle, War Times, Barsiow's Manches- 
ter War Telegraph, Edinburgh War Telegraph, Musical Times, and 
Racing Times. 

After a long conversation, in which both the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the Attorney-General admitted *.he fix in which they 
were placed, the deputation retired, without their request having 
been granted, and without knowing whether or not any proceedings 
beyond threats would actually be taken.
